Braceros piden que se les dé un trato justo 


La Alianza de Ex Braceros del Norte, una de las 
organizaciones de mexicanos que trabajaron como 
jornaleros entre 1942 y 1964, puso en marcha una 
campaña para denunciar el trato injusto y “los atro- 
pello del gobierno mexicano”. La próxima semana se 
celebrará el Día Internacional del Bracero, por lo que 
la organización denunció que a quienes todavía no les 
han pagado el “apoyo social” de 38,000 pesos mexi- 
canos establecidos como compensación por el 10% de 
los salarios que se les retuvieron durante su período 
laboral, a partir de ahora se les entregará el dinero en 
cuotas de 4,000 pesos anuales. En un comunicado los 
ex braceros piden que “se nos entregue el Apoyo Social 
en una sola exhibición, no en migajas de cuatro mil 
pesos, y se escuchen nuestras demandas”.

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No full recovery without attention to minorities 


Leaders of the black, Hispanic and Asian com- 
munities warned before a congressional committee that 
the United States will not experience a full economic 
recovery if minorities particularly hard-hit by the re- 
cession are not attended to. During a hearing of the 
House Oversight and Government Reform Commit- 
tee, the activists urged Congress to approve measures 
to improve the protection of consumers and foster the 
creation of jobs. 

The recession, which began in December 2007, is 
continuing to affect minorities disproportionately, judg- 
ing from unemployment statistics, salary disparities 
and real estate foreclosures, they said. Janet Murguia, 
president and CEO of the National Council of La Raza, 
told lawmakers that since the start of the recession more 
than a million Latinos have lost their jobs and, just this 
year, calculations are that some 400,000 Latino families 
could lose their homes to foreclosure. 

“These are staggering figures that demand a bold 
response.” she said. “We won't be able to get our econ- 
omy back on track until we get the hardest-hit families 
in a position to secure sustainable jobs and mortgages. 
It’s that simple.” Murguia said that the mortgage crisis 
affected Latinos in particular because, as a minority 
group, they became the prey of institutions that offered 
them mortgages on unfavorable terms. 

Latinos had about a 30 percent greater chance 
than non-Hispanic whites of receiving a mortgage with 
high costs and interest, she said in her testimony. The 
job situation is also not encouraging, with unemploy- 
ment nationwide standing at 9.7 percent, while among 
African-Americans it exceeds 15 percent and among 
Hispanics it rose above 10 percent in February. Blacks 
and Hispanics together make up more than 25 percent 
of the U.S. population and have nearly $2 trillion in 
purchasing power. Murguia said that an economy that 


leaves minorities to the side deprives all Americans of 


prosperity and widens economic disparities among the 
groups, for which programs are required to close the 
racial gap in pay and wealth accumulation. EFE

Buscan regular las tarjetas prepagadas 


Una Congresista de Arizona 
busca que se regule el uso de las tar- 
jetas prepagadas,o de valor acumu- 
lado, utilizadas por las organizacio- 
nes criminales de trafico de drogas 
e indocumentados para sacar dinero 
del pais. “Es muy dificil seguir el 
rastro de las tarjetas prepagadas y 
creemos que grandes cantidades 
de dinero son transportadas de esta 
manera no sólo hacia México. sino a 
otras partes del mundo”, dijo la Con- 
eresista Gabrielle Giffords (D-Ari- 
zona), autora de una propuesta que 
será presentada próximamente en 
el Congreso. Indicó que las tarjetas 
son parte del problema cuando este 
dinero es utilizado para la compra de 
armas, drogas y la financiación de 
las operaciones de los carteles. 

De acuerdo con estadísticas 
de la Dirección Estadounidense 
Antidrogas (DEA) se calcula que 
diariamente un promedio de 1.8 
millones de dólares en efectivo 
“viajan” en las carreteras de Arizona 
con destino a México.Actualmente 
no existe ningún tipo de ley federal 
que regule la salida de este tipo de 
tarjetas prepagadas, lo que permite 
realizar operaciones de lavado de 
dinero sin violar ningún tipo de 
ley.Las tarjetas de valor acumulado 
funcionan igual que las tarjetas 
de regalo, el problema es que los 
usuarios pueden depositar en ellas 
millones de dólares si cuentan con 
una institución financiera dispuesta 
a respaldarlas. 

La ley actual indica que cual- 
quier persona que sale del país 


debe declarar cuando lleva consigo 
más de 10.000 dólares de dinero en 
efectivo, pero esto no incluye las 
tarjetas prepagadas. En su opinion 
esta es una novedosa forma que los 
narcotraficantes están utilizando 
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para burlar a las autoridades. La fis- 
calia estatal de Arizona ha dado una 
lucha frontal contra narcotraficantes 
y traficantes de indocumentados y 
ha implementado varios programas 
para confiscar sus ganancias. EFE

La Cámara de Representantes de EE.UU. aprobó extender los bene- 
ficios de desempleo en los estados que han sufrido con mayor fuerza la 
pérdida de fuentes de trabajo. La tasa de desempleo en EE.UU. llegó 
a 9.7% en agosto, el nivel más alto desde 1983 y los expertos han pro- 
nosticado que se mantendrá alto aun cuando se advierta una recuperación 
de la economía. La medida fue aprobada por 331 votos a favor y 83 en 
contra, y se espera que el Senado inicie en los próximos días el debate 
de su propia versión del proyecto. Según el Presidente del Senado, el 
Demócrata David Reid, esa rama del Poder Legislativo comenzará el 
estudio de la iniciativa “muy pronto”. El actual seguro entrega 26 sema- 
nas de asistencia económica a los trabajadores mientras éstos buscan una 
nueva fuente de empleo. La media de ese subsidio fue de 308 dólares 
semanales en agosto, según cifras del Departamento del Trabajo. 

La medida agregaría otras 13 semanas de subsidio en aquellos 
estados donde la tasa de desempleo es superior al 8.5%. Actualmente 
27 estados, así como el Distrito de Columbia (Washington) y el estado 
libre asociado de Puerto Rico, superan ese nivel. Según datos del De- 
partamento del Trabajo, más de un tercio de los afectados están sin 
trabajo desde hace más de seis meses. Por otra parte, se calcula que más 
de 400.000 personas habrán agotado esos beneficios a finales de este 
mes. “Proporcionar a estos estadounidenses un salvavidas económico 
aunque sea modesto no sólo es humano sino que también es por el 
interés del país”, señaló el Demócrata Jim McDermott, promotor de la 
iniciativa.

Obama llama a la unidad mundial 


El Presidente de EE.UU., Barack Obama, lanzó un llamamiento a la 
unidad mundial y propuso una “nueva era de cooperación” para afrontar 
los desafíos comunes, tras advertir que su país no puede solucionar solo 
los problemas globales. En el esperado primer discurso de su mandato 
ante la Asamblea General, Obama sostuvo que “ha llegado el momento 
de adoptar una nueva era de acercamiento basado en los intereses mu- 
tuos y el respeto mutuo, y esta tarea debe comenzar ya”. El exhorto al 
multilateralismo representa una ruptura con respecto al mandato del 
presidente George W Bush, cuya decisión de ir a la guerra contra Irak 
motivó años de alejamiento en las relaciones entre EE.UU. y la ONU. 
Ahora, destacó Obama, EE.UU. busca “una nueva era de cooperación 
con el mundo”, que reconozca “los derechos y responsabilidades de 
todos” y que se basaría en cuatro pilares: la no proliferación, la búsqueda 
de la paz, la lucha contra el cambio climático y una economía mundial 
que dé oportunidades a todos. 

En su discurso Obama combinó tanto optimistas palabras de 
unidad como duras advertencias contra los países discolos sin aho- 
rrar una crítica tajante al estado actual de una ONU que “a menudo 
ha sido un foro para dividir en lugar de buscar puntos de acuerdo”. Al 
centrarse en cómo poner en marcha los cuatro pilares de su propuesta 
de colaboración, Obama se refirió a la lucha contra la proliferación 
nuclear para lanzar una dura advertencia contra Irán y Corea del Norte, 
cuyos programas atómicos amenazan con arrastrar al mundo “por una 
peligrosa pendiente”. Insistió también en que “ha llegado el momento 
de relanzar las negociaciones, sin condiciones previas, sobre los asuntos 
del estatus final: la seguridad para israelíes y palestinos, las fronteras, 
los refugiados y Jerusalén”. EFE

de varios organismos del Estado 
contra dicha iniciativa. 

El mismo día en que Zelaya 
fue expulsado del país por los 
militares, el Parlamento designó 
como nuevo presidente a Roberto 
Micheletti, quien era titular del 
Legislativo y con quien Zelaya, 
pese a ser ambos del gobernante 
Partido Liberal, mantenía marcadas 
diferencias políticas. El Parlamento 
calificó la designación de Micheletti 
al frente del Ejecutivo como una 
“sustitución constitucional”. Dos 
meses después de que Zelaya fue 
depuesto, el 31 de agosto, comenzó 
la campaña para las elecciones gene- 
rales del 29 de noviembre próximo, 
en cumplimiento del calendario del 
Tribunal Supremo Electoral (TSE), 
que el 28 de mayo había hecho la 
convocatoria de los hondureños a las 
urnas con la participación de cinco 
partidos legalmente inscritos. 

Luego del golpe de Estado 


comenzaron a trascender denuncias 
sobre múltiples escándalos de co- 
rrupción atribuidos a la Adminis- 
tración de Zelaya que se suman a 
otras que habían salido a la luz antes 
del derrocamiento del presidente 
hondureño. El Ministerio Público 
ha interpuesto demandas contra 
Zelaya acusado de abuso de autori- 
dad y traición a la patria, entre otros 
delitos, por los que pende una orden 
de captura en su contra, aunque 
el depuesto presidente ha negado 
esos hechos desde Nicaragua. El 
derrocado presidente responsabiliza 
del golpe de Estado del que fue 
objeto a anteriores presidentes de 
Honduras, así como a empresarios, 
políticos, a autoridades judiciales, a 
los miembros de la Fiscalía General 
del Estado, del Parlamento y a los 
militares, entre otros sectores. 

El depuesto presidente de 
Honduras, Manuel Zelaya, aseguró 
que la crisis que atraviesa su país 
se soluciona “solo con el diálogo” 
y su restitución en el poder, en una 
jornada en que los hondureños se 
movilizaron para hacer acopio de 
víveres durante una pausa del toque 
de queda. También dijo que “solo 
con el diálogo” se puede encontrar 
la salida a la crisis política de Hon- 
duras, adonde regresó el 21 de este 
mes por sorpresa. Zelaya, cumplió 
88 días fuera del poder, tras su de- 
rrocamiento el 28 de junio pasado, 
se encuentra en la Embajada de Bra- 
sil en Tegucigalpa cuando regresó a 
Honduras, casi tres meses después 
de que los militares le expulsaran 
del país. 

También hubo una movili- 
zación en masa en Honduras, donde 
los seguidores del depuesto presi- 
dente salieron a la calle por motivos 
políticos, mientras la mayoría de la 
gente trataba de encontrar un lugar 
en las interminables colas frente a 
comercios donde abastecerse, tras 
casi 48 horas de toque de queda. En 
Tegucigalpa y otras ciudades, colas 
ante supermercados, filas kilomé- 
tricas ante las gasolineras y esperas 
ante bancos y comercios en busca 
de suministros daban muestra de 
que tres días después del regreso del 
mandatario depuesto, Honduras se 
encuentra en una situación definible 
casi de cualquier forma, salvo de 
normalidad. La afluencia ha sido 
tan masiva que las autoridades op- 
taron por llamar a la población a la 
calma a través de radio y televisión y 
comunicar que hay “suficiente abas- 
tecimiento de combustible” y los 
supermercados tienen “inventarios 
para catorce días”.

Raras veces la audiencia de una 
Opera la ovaciona de pie gritando 
“bravo”, pero eso es lo que sucedió 
el sábado 12 de septiembre cuan- 
do Opera San José (OSJ) abrió su 
26ava temporada con “Manon”, la 
Opera escrita por Jules Massenet con 
libretto por Guiseppe Giacosa, Luigi 
lllica, Giulio Recordi y otros. 

“Manon” de OSJ utiliza la dra- 
matización de Meilhac y Grilee de la 
novela “L Histoire du Chevalier des 
Grieux et Manon Lescaut” (La histo- 
ria de Chevalier y Manon Lescaut), 
escrita por el Abbe Provost y que 
debutara en París en 1884. La ópera 
es la historia de Manon, una joven 
de 16 años, muy linda y ambiciosa, 
que de camino al convento, donde 
sus padres la envían para calmar sus 
instintos carnales, en una posada 
del camino conoce a dos hombres: 
Guillot de Morfontaine un anciano 
rico que le pone a la orden su ca- 
rrosa y Chevalier un joven noble de 
quien se enamora y decide escaparse 
con él a París usando la carrosa de 
Morfontaine.

De tristeza Chevalier entra al 
seminario, pero deja el monasterio 
cuando Manon llega a buscarlo. 
Chevalier se convierte en jugador 
y una noche, después de ganar 
miles de francos jugando cartas con 
Mortontine, es acusado, falsamente 
de hacer trampa y es apresado. Por 
su parte Manon es acusada por 
prostitución. El Conde, padre de 
Chevalier paga su fianza pero no la 
de Manon. Cuando es transportada 
a otra prisión, Des Grieux sabotea a 
un guardia para que la libere. Pero 
cuando se juntan. Manon está tan 
débil que muere. 

La noche de su debut en el 
Teatro California de San José, la 
orquesta bajo la batuta del con- 
ductor Joseph Marcheso, brindó 
a la audiencia una interpretación 
magnífica de la música de Massenet 
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¿Por qué sufrir por vidrios rotos? 
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permitiéndonos no solo apreciar la 
belleza musical de la Ópera sino que 
las voces de los cantantes. Por otra 
parte, Diane Shuster, que dirigió 
la producción logró hacer de los 
cantantes actores.
